THE MYSTERY OF MORMONISM. 


of Mormonism,” by 


“The Mystery 
unprejudiced history of that strange sect, 
“The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
Day Saints.” The story of the Mormons 
has a considerable flavour of romance, 
in it. The repeated migrations under | 
persecution of the first community, and | 
finally the great trek westward of over | 
60,000 persons, led by Brigham Young, | 
through the pathless. wilderness to the) 
great Salt Lake Valley in the bosom »f | 
the Rockies, provide the element of adven- | 
ture and achievement in abundance. Eut | 
it ig for other reasons that Mormonism is | 
of interest to the student of the history | 
of religcn. Here is a religion and social 
polity which was begotten out of fanatic- | 
ism and imposture—a religion which on | 
its doctrinal side. is, a farrago of fantas- | 
tical imaginings about gods and angels | 
and Jesus Christ and the future life, an | 
incoherent mixture of all the principal | 
religious ‘‘isms’’; a religion which on its | 
social side is a challenge to the morality 
of Christian lands, particularly in the 
matter of polygamy. Yet, in the century 
since Joseph Smith had his first 
vision, “ Mormonism has spread through- 
out the world, and-over five millions of 
individuals have been ‘baptised in its 
name. ' 

How—the student of religious pheno- 
mena will ask—are we to account for the 
success of such a fraudulent imposition 
as Smith’s/ and the growth of a form of 
religion whiich, in its doctrinal and ethical 
aspect, must appear to the majority 
of Christians irrational and morally 
reprehensible? Various answers may 
given to this question. It may be said 


of human credulity. Again, it. may be 
said that it owes a good deal to its having 
been a persecuted church in its beginnings. 
Persecution sometimes exterminates, as 
the history of Spain shows; but where it | 


strengthens the persecuted in their 
courses. Again, The success of religious 
movements is often due to genius, or to 


this respect Mormonism owed much to 
who was its organiser of victory. 


Again, times of unrest, intellectual and 
social, and even political, often give birth 


to a crop of religious movements, mote or | more than one book sufficient to make us 


less fantastic, and sometimes immoral. | 
Such a time of chaos succeeded the first 
successes of the Reformation in Germany 
and in Holland and in England. Sach a 
time of chaos there was in America in the 
first half of the nineteenth century. Men ' 
felt themselves free—those, at least, of the 
less educated sort—to disregard authority 
and make fresh experiments of their own. 
Then arose the Mormons, the Anti- 
rriage Shakers, the Wife Communists 
f Oneida, the Communistic Zionists, the 
ee Lovers, and many other eccentric 
sects. marly Christian history itself 
exhibits similar phenomena, 
Such are some of the reasons accounting 
for the success of Mormonism. There is 
another to which we think particular 
weight must be allowed. It lies in the 
eculiar use made by Joseph Smith and 
is successors of the Bible. Mormonism 
is not an absolutely new religion. Pro- 
bably no absolutely new form of faith 
and worship will again be seen among men 
or would have any chanee of being 
accepted. In the wildest frenzy of freedom 
men must still build, to some extent, on 
the old foundations, must still look for an 
authority outside themselves, and they 
naturally turn to that which holds an 
established place in the world. The in- 
ventors of new religions cannot wholly 
break with the past, and so they take oyer 
and embody in their own inventions just so 
much of the old as suits them, “and so 
much as will secure a plausible semblance 
to the old and acceptance with the multi- 
tude. Thus Mormonism has ‘made 
extensive use of the Bible; and 
particularly of Old Testament, 
The Mormon place of orship is 
designated the Temple. The President of 
the sect is honoured as its Prophet. There 
is an office known as Patriarch. Of prime 
importance is the body of Twelve Apostles. 
There are also ten Presidents of the 
Seventies ; bishops also, who in Salt Lake 
City muumber thirty-six: There ig a 
Priesthood of two Orders, Aaronie 
Melchizedecian, and there appears to be an 
Eldership. 

It will be seen from this enumeration 
that Mormonism takes the palm for indis- 
criminate borrowing alike from Judaistic 
and from Christian sources, and we are 
not surprised that a system whose officers 
bear names so venerable should im 
upon people to whom the Bible and all in 
it, no matter what its history and date, 
of heaven!

Millenarians 
also are literalists in their interpretation 
of the Bible. We could multiply these 
instances of misapplication of the Holy 
Scriptures, whose one purpose, we take it, 
is the purely spiritual purpose of making 
men “wise unto salvation,” and of 
acquainting them with God and righteous- 
ness. 

Of the evils of such false literalism and 
perversion in the use of the Divine Scrip- 
tures Mormonism is an instructive 
examplt. Concerning the future of Mor- 
monism we must refer our readers to Mr. 
Stuart Martin. He anticipates a future 
full of peril. As to the question whether 
polygamy is still practised, his answer is 
that polygamous marriages “may take 
pee unofficially ; officially they do not.” 
Under pressure of the United States 
Government the Mormon Church has been 
compelled virtuallf to abandon polygamy ; 
but the leadérs have never rejected the 
doctrine formally, and it remains an un- 
repealed revelation of God through His 
prophet, Joseph Smith.

SECRET SERVICE, 

Nicholas Everitt is-a very lucky 
man. By nature a sportsman, a big game 
hunter by choice, and a lover of every 
game containing an element of danger, he 
must have found himself in his element 
during the war. As a British Secret Ser- 
vice agent, he appears to have got into a 
surprising number of very tight corners— 
so tight, indeed, that a way out seemed 
impossible, That there was a way out, 
however, is obvious. A very good tale he 
has made of it, too, although a trifle lack- 
ing in modesty. The author never lets us 
forget what a brave and resourceful fellow 
he was, and when we read of his achieve- 
ments we are obliged to confess that 
courage and initiative were certainly his 
in a very marked degree, On the other 
hand, we prefer to find out that sort of 
thing for ourselves. Nevertheless, we were 
tronkie thrilled by these stories of hard- 
ship encountered, dangers and difficulties 
successfully overcome, and duties effect- 
ively accomplished. 

Every Secret Service agent must run 
tremendous risks to obtain the information 
which he seeks, and many an officer dis- 
appears from view with little more than a 
suspicion as: to his actual fate. He just 
falls out of his place in the machine, and 
another is found to take it, so that all the 
cogs may be complete and the revolution 
of the wheel may continue. We have 
borrowed the simile from Mr. Everitt: 
it serves admirably as an illustration. If 
all the doings of the British Secret Service 
were allowed to be published, they would 
furnish more “ thrills’? than the most 
imaginative fiction.

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There is @ certain similarity between “ The 
Outcast”’ and an earlier Gyldenda!l book,

INCREASED TRADE. 

Mr. Hollwey, in his reply, mentioned that 
during the year 1920 there had been a marked 
improvement in the trade of the port, which 
there was every reason to believe would not 
only continue, but would show a still further 
improvement in 1921. The increase in the total 
registered tonnage of ships entering the port of 
Dublin in 1920 as compared with that of 1919 
was 109,193 tons. The imcrease in foreign trade 
was 52,995 tons, that in cross-Channel trade 
26,030 tons, that in colliers 29,856 tons, and 
Irish coasting trade 312 tons. This increase was 
the more remarkable when it was remembered 
that the London and North Western Railway 
Company’s cargo boats did not run for seven 
months and that the coal strike affected the 
trade of the port very considerably. That was 
a very satisfactory state of things, but they 
must not forget that it brought further re- 
sponsibilities on the Board.for providing for 
the requirements of the port. The main thing 
was the provision of deeper berths to meet the 
ever increasing size of vessels, At present one 
of the largest ships that ever entered the port 
was lying at the Alexandra Basin, drawing 27 
feet of water, and being always afloat. That 
was owing to favourable circumstances as the 
prevalence of southerly winds meant high tides. 
Further facilities for dredging were, however, 


necessary.

Dover’s Warning. 


The result of the Dover lection is a grave 
warning to His Majesty's Ministers. , If 
Dover had been contested on the customary 
issues, the verdict would have been a fore- 
gone conclusion. , The Coalition candidate 
would have beaten his Libéral or Labour 
opponent—as at Hereford on Wednes- 
day—by a comfortable, if reduced, 
majority. Dover has been an unbreached 
stronghold of Conservatism for more than 
a generation, and the Coalition candidate, 
Major Astor, was confident of success. He 
did not reckon with the new issue, which 
has turned a Coalition majority of more 
than 6,000 into a minority of more than 
3,000. The new issue was “ anti-waste,”’ 
and on this appeal, and on this alone, Sir 
Thomas Polson has won a very remark- 
able victory. The electors did not inquire, 
or care, whether he was Unionist, Liberal, 
or Labour. They returned him because 
he gave them an opportunity to strike a 
blow against the most formidable of all 
national enemies, The truth is that since 
the end of the war, and increasingly 
during recent months, the ‘old political 
sanctions have lost their power, just as 
the old political labels have lost their 
meaning. At present “ Conservative’ and 
‘Liberal’. have, for all practical pur- 
poses, the identity of Tweedledum with 
Tweedledee. There are only two real 
parties in the State to-day—the party 
which seeks to conserve the nation’s social 
order and to promote its industry, and 
the party which seeks to destroy them. 
For many months the country has seen 
the Government working in an alliance— 
stupid, but of course unconscious—with 
the latter party. Waste is the child of 
bureaucracy, and increased taxation, in- 
dustrial decay, and unemployment are the 
children of waste.

Modern Dancing.

He was educated at the 
Oratory School, Birmingham; at Woburn 
School, Christ Church, Oxford, and in Munich 
aan elgg “0 ge joined the Diplomatic 
pervice, with which he was connected fro 
till 1895. In 1893 he entered the seaieal aa 
fession, and soon took rank as a great artist. 
On the oratorio and concert stage he had few 
‘equals. Hie power of interpretation touched 
him with the touch of genius, Indeed, in 
certain fields he had no rival. His name is 
associated perhaps indelibly with “The Dream 
of Gerontius.” He had gung the leading part 
in Kigar’s splendid oratorio in virtually every 
city that knows anything of music in the 
British Isles. Ip Dublin Mr. Elwes was held 
in very high esteem, for in addition to singing 
here from time to time in. concerts he hed 
acted as adjudicator in the Feis Ceoil vocal 
solo competitions, and the soundness of his 
judgment no less than his searching criticiam 
and helpful hints endeared him equally to 
amateurs and students, His untimely death is 
a decided loss to music.

FRENCH MINISTERIAL | 
DIFFICULTY. 


SEEKING A NEW PREMIER. 


SOME PRESS OPINIONS. 


This morning, says a Paris telegram dated 
Thursday, all the newspapers emphasise the fact. 
that the next Ministry must be com- 
posed of men of the first rank, in view 
of the impending Inter-Allied Conference in 
Paris and the extreme gravity of the many 
roblems now awaiting immediate solution. Fol- 
owing a similar line of thought, several of 
the leading political organs declare that M. 
Millerand will make his choice quickly. Among 
the names of the most an, candidates for 
the Premiership are those of M. Poincaré (the 
former President), M. Aristide Briand, M. 
Viviani, and M. Raoul. 

In addition to ‘the names already . men- 
tioned as possible successors to M. Leygues 
some of the newspapers bring forward promi- 
nently those of M. Ribot, the veteran ex- 
Premier; M. Lefevre, ex-Minister of War, and 
M. Jonnart, ex-President of the Reparations 
Committee. 

The Gaulois is of opinion that the 
Chamber’ was solely actuated by national 
sentiment in ite decision to turn out the Go- 
vernment; whilst the Journal expresses the view 
that the Chamber was of opinion that the 
Government no longer possessed the necessary 
authority to speak in the name of France dur- 
ing the difficult negotiations ahead. L’ Homme 
Libre says:—The fruitless patience of the 
country in face of the non-execution of the 
Treaty of Versailles was calculated to make 
the Chamber lose its patience. 

M. Millerand to-day received M. Raoul Perét, 
President of the Chamber, and had successive 
conferences with M. Doumergue, M. Meline, and 
M. de Sches. M. Doumergue, on leaving the 
Elysée, said that he had explained to M. Mil- 
lerand his reasons for suggesting M. Perét as 
successor to M. Leygues. 

The President, . Millerand, received this 
afternoon M. Charles Dumont, Col. Fabry, 
M. Leon Bourgeois, and M. Marc Doussaud. 

The conversations which M. Millerand has had 
with various well-known politicians during the 
day have merely been of a _ consultative 
character. M. Millerand considers that the vote 
of the Chamber was directed against individuals, 
and not against the programme of the Ministry. 
He has resolved to consult as fully as possible 
with the leaders of the various party groups 
and the representatives of the different fractions 
of the majority, in order that the new Cabinet 
may correspond to the wishes of the country’s 
representatives, and be able to secure a stable 
and durable majority in the Chamber. 

In spite of the reserve shown by M. Perét, 
President of the Chamber, it is considered as 
not impossible that he has been sounded by M. 
Millerand as to whether he would be willing to 
accept the task of forming a new Cabinet, and 
it is believed that M. Perét will confer with 
his political friends, with a view to the 
eventuality of the offer being made to him. 

M. Millerand later conferred with M. Viviani, 
former Premier; M. Poincaré, former President ; 
M. Herriot, a former Minister, and M. Arago, 
formerly Amb dor mm Switzerland. 

The first meeWng of the reconstituted Senate 
was held to-day, and M. Leon Bourgeois was re- 
elected. President of the Senate by 228 votes, 
out of 245 recorded. 


GERMAN PRESS COMMENT. 


Telegrams from Berlin state that the fall of 
the French Cabinet is the subject of keen dis- 
cussion in the German Press. The general view 
is that M. Leygues collapsed on account of his 
weakness. The Lokalanzeiger thinks that the 

resent Cabinet crisis is not bound up with M. 

ygues and his special policy, but with the 

uestion of “for, or against, England.” The 
ageblatt is, to some extent, in agreement with 
the Vossische, in that it surmises that. M. 

ygues was not a strong enough man to carry 
on negotiations with Great Britain, and, in par- 
ticular, to carry through, as against the United 
Kingdom, that policy on the German dis- 
grmament question, which is desired by the 
“National Block.” The reactionary papers 
expect that the new Premier will follow a 
harsher policy towards Germany. 


FAMINE IN CHINA. 


CHILDREN THROWN 
RIVERS. 

According to the Press Association's New 
York Oorrespondent, a Associated Press de- 
spatch from Peking says that the extent of the 
famine area in China has recently been brought 
out in reports reaching that city. The region 
chiefly ¢ffected extends east and west from the 
Gulf of Chihli to Han-Chinga, in Shensi, and 
north and south from Mongolia to Shangching,

Little children are found 
deserted in the streets, and many have been 
rescued from the rivers, into which they have 
been cast by their impoverished parents. The 
sale of children’ is often reported, much- 
despised girl babies being offered for sums as 
low as a dollar. A boy of five years, whose 
mother had died, and whose father was ill, was 
rescued from tlfe father, who declared that if 
no one would feed him he intended to “ throw 
him into the river.” There have been suicides 
of entire families. 


INDIA’S PROGRESS AND 
PROSPECTS. 


DUKE OF CONNAUGHT’S 
SPEECH. 

Reuter’s Madras Correspondent, telegraphing 
on Monday, says:—The Duke of Connaught 
was given an enthusiastic welcome here to-day. 
ns progress from the harbour to Government 
House being a triumph. He was received at 
all points with expressions of loyalty and en- 
thusiasm, and with ceaseless cheering. Large 
numbers of Mahommedans were seen in the 
crowd, and numerous vehicles containing Pur- 
dah ladies. While here the Duke will stay at 
Government House. 

In replying to an address of welcome,the Duke 
of Connaught reférred to India’s splendid re- 
cord of achievement in the various theatres of 
the war. India, beyond doubt, he said, added 
greatly to her stature. He did not come back 
to them like Rip Van Winkle, expecting to find 
things as he had left them, and surprised and 
shocked that they were not. A new 
spirit was abro in India—a strong 
spirit of progress. He assured them that 


in their onward march they carried with them 
the warm sympathy and the firm good-will of 
the people of Great Britain, and might look to 
them unhesitatingly for support. They had 
recently passed through a period of troubles and 
difficulties, and he urged them not 
to brood over them, but to remem- 
ber that there had been a terrible 
explosion in the world and sparks were still 
flying everywhere. Through the clouds there was 
a bright dawn of promise over their land, and if 
sanity and true patriotism guiied her leaders 
nothing could debar India from her high 
destinv. Not through strife and bitterness, not 
by following the paths which plainly led to 
strife and bitterness, woul ia maintain the 
course so gloriously begun. If by his presence 
amongst them once again he helped in healing 
old sores, in the removal of bitter memories, 
the strengthening of old ties, and the renewal 
of greater mutual confidence and good-will, he 
felt that he would be taking a worthy part in 
India’s welfare.

STRANGE SHOOTING 
AFFAIR IN DUBLIN, 


YOUNG LADY KILLED. 


SEVEN OTHER PERSONS 


WOUNDED. 
A very ead shooting affair ocourred at about 


half-past 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon outside 
the Ballast Office, in Westmoreland street. The 
thoroughfare was crowded at the timp, and 
many people were waiting for tramcars on both 
sides of the street. 
appeared on the scene in a motor lorry, and 
proceeded to hold up the motor traffic,

While this “ hold-up” was in progress the crowd 


became very great owing to the curiosity of in- 
terested spectators. Suddenly shots rang out, 


and a young woman and a small boy were seen 
to fall on the pavement. 
ambulance was telephoned for, but before it 
arrived on the scene the woman and the boy

were taken in cabs to Jervis street Hospital. 


The woman, who was described as being about 
22 years of age, 


was bleeding from the nose 
and mouth, and was apparently dead. When 
at the hospital life was found to be 
extinct. 

Three other persons, one of whom was « 
postman named James Costigan, also were 
wounded and taken to the hospital. The boy 
was found, on reaching the hospital, to be very 
seriously injured by a bullet wound in the head. 
An eye-witness of the shooting stated that he 
only heard one explosion, and that the shot 
appeared to come from the ti in which the 
Crown forces were seated. He believed that it 
was the same bullet which passed through the 
boy’s head and then struck the young woman 


in the chest. 
ANOTHER VERSION. | 

Another version of the tragedy is that a 
military motor lorry was drawn up near the 
Ballast Office while the soldiers were engaged in 
motor cars, and examining 
the owners’ and drivers’ ass W At the time 
many people were congrega in

interest of the crowd increased when it was 


seen that the soldiers had taken possession © 


a motor cycle and sidecar. A rope was passed 
from the back of the lorry and tied to the 
machine, and, as it was apparent that = 
people, who had been increasing in number 
momentarily, pressed closer to the lorry in 
order ta obtain a better view of what was 
happening.

A report was heard, 
and a girl and some men were seen to fall. 

A scene of panic ensued, the people rushing 
along Westmoreland street, across O’Connell 
Bridge, and down the quays. No further shots 
were heard, and the people who had remained 
went to the assistance of the wounded. The 
ambulance was telephoned for, and the services 
of motor cars and cabs were requisitioned, an 
in these six persons were taken to Jervis street 
Hospital, and two to Mercer's Hospital. . 

The wounded girl succumbed before reaching 
Jervis street Hospital. She was Miss Martha 
Nowlan, aged 22, and lived at 57 Connaught 
street, Phibsborough. She was head book- 
keeper at Mitchell’s Restaurant, Grafton street, 
and was on her way home from her work at the 
time of the oceurrence. She was shot through 
the left breast, and had also a bullet wound at 
the back of the neck. 

A boy named Jamee 
Marv strect, was shot through the centre of the 
forehead, the bullet passing out through the 
top of the skull. He lies in a critical cone* 
tion in Jervis street Hospital. 

Four other persons were treated at the same 
hospital, but were not detained. James 
Costigan, aged 28, a postman, living at lle 
Iveagh Buildings, Bride street, was wounded 
in the right arm, and a draper’s assistant, 
named Patrick J. Reddy, aged 28, of 135 
Philipsburgh avenue, Fairview, was wounded 
in the left jaw. Miss Doris Martin, aged 18, 
of 7 George's avenue, Drumcondra, received a 
slicht bullet wound” on either cheek, and her 
sister, Miss Christina Martin, aged 17, received 
a slight bullet wound on the left cheek. 

The two men edmitted to Mercer's Hospitm 
were George M'Nally, 1 Melbourne avenue, 
Drumcondra, who was suffering from a bullet 
wound on the left side and three bullet wounds 
—one of which was entrance and another 
exit—in the left forearm, and James R. Kilbey, 
232k Iveagh Buildings, who was slightly in- 
jured in the neck. His coat was torn at the 
collar, and wae singed ground the tear. He 
was not detained at the hospital. M‘Nally’s 
condition is not considered dangerous. Last 
night an operation was performed, and two 
pieces of a bullet were removed from his right 
side. 

Opinions vary as to whether the report was 
that of a rifle or a revolver. The closest in- 
quiries failed to ascertain definitely by whom 
the shot was actuaily fired, and it is under- 
stood that the military deny that it was dis- 
charged by any of the party in the lorry. 

THE REMOVAL OF THE WOUNDED, 

When the shot had been discharged two ex- 
soldiers, who had been among the onlookers, 
rushed to the assistance of Miss Nowlan, and, 
with’ the constable at the bridge, helped to 
put her into a motor car driven by Mr. Sloan, 
of Dunsinea, Castleknock, in which she was 
quickly removed to hospital. A Junior Army 
and Navy Stores delivery van was also stopped, 
and in this young Brennan, who was uncon- 
scious, was taken to the hospital. 

The Misses Martin stated that they heard 
only one shot fired, but they were unable to 
say by whom it was fired. 

A man who was in the crowd at the time 
tho shot was fired said that he saw a girl 
beside him fall on the ground and moan. ' He 
assisted in lifting her up. A priest arrived 
immediately afterwards, and she was taken 
away in a private motor car. The other people 
injured were also removed to hospital in motor 
cars. 

It is remarkeble that, notwithstanding the 
number of persons injured—and in every case 
apparently by gunshot—the general opinion of 
those in the neighbourhood at the time was 
that only one shot was fired. 


ACTIVITY OF CROWN FORCES IN

The tramway service and motcr cars were 
“held up ” in Rutland square and Parnell 
street yesterday by the Crown Forces, aad all 
the male passengers were searched. Later in 
the afternoon all motor cars passing through 
Sackville street and Westmoreland street were 
stopped by Auxiliary “Constabulary, and the 
drivers required to produce their permite. 
While this search was in progress the 
fatal shooting affair occurred in Westmore- 
land street.

EXCHANGE OF REVOLVER 


FIRE, 
Another: ambush of members of the 
Auxiliary Division of the Royal Irish Con- 


stabulary took place. in Dublin last night. 


Information regarding the attack is vague, but 


eye-witnesses say that at about 9 o'clock two. 


bombs were thrown at a motor car in which 
Auxiliary cadets were driving near the junction 
of Merrion square and Clare street. The motor 
car was leaving the city at the. time. 

As the car entered Merrion square two bombs 
were thrown, and immediately afterwards re- 
volver fire was directed at the cadets from a 
group of civilians. One bomb exploded with a 
deafening crash, but the other failed to explode. 
The driver of the car, on hearing the explosion, 
increased the speed, and as the car dashed 
along Merrion square the other officers, stated 
to number. five, returned the fire of the at- 
tackers with their revolvers.

The sound of the exploding bomb was heard 
by police in an adjacent street, and they at once 
went to the place. They found ‘the unexploded 
homb lying on the roadside near the corner of 
the park, and allowed nobody to go near the 
place. The military were communicated with, 
an@ shortly afterwards a lorry arrived with 
soldiers, and the bomb was taken away. No 
fragments of the exploded bomb were found.

THE KILKEE CASES. 


When Judge Bodkin resumed the Quarter 
Sessions yesterday, at Ennis, it transpired that 
no reply had been received to the telegrams 
sent on Wednesday to Sir Hamar Greenwood 
and General Macready as to appearances in 
compensation claims, but Mr. F. F. Cullinan, 
Crown Solicitor, Clare, intimated that he had 
been directed to appear for the military author- 
ties, and would take a note of the evidence. 

John McMahon’s claim for £600 compensation 
for hay which was burned was then resumed. 
McMahon repeated the evidence that his wife, 
when calling him, said that she saw military 
lorries. He heard }orries, but did not see 
them. He saw the hay on fire.

CHARGES UNDER WHITEBOY ACT 


AN EX-SOLDIER ACQUITTED BY COURT. 
MARTIAL. 


At a general courtmartial in Belfast yesterday 
Henry Carragher, an ex-Irish Guardsman, was 
charged under the Whiteboy Act with riotous 
asseinbly in County Armagh. There were other 
charges of demanding money with menaces, and 
of wounding. Mr. Richard Best, K.C. (in- 
structed by Messrs, Fisher and Fisher, Newry, 
was for the accused. 

It was alleged that the accused, with others, 
assembled outside a dwelling house, the occu- 
pants of which were an old lady, her niece, a 
man-servant, and two guests, the latter being a 
lady and a child. They demanded admission as 
soldiers of the Irish Republic, and fired shots 
through the kitchen door. One of them spoke 
to one of the occupants of the house, and said 
he wanted help for the Irish Republic. He was 
told there was no money in the house, but that 
there was an invalid woman dying, and if they 
had any Christianity in them they would go for 
the priest. The men persisted in demands for 
money, and threatened to blow the brains out 
of one of the women. They were given a pound 
note, and were told, on their way home, to 
send the priest. The prisoner was identified as 
being one, of the men. The man-servant, who 
said he was wounded by one of the shots, was 
asked if the accused had taken any part in 
drilling any Sinn Fein organisation, and replied 
that he did not know. 

Mr. Best, K.C., for the defence, said that so 
far from that the accused went at great risk 
and sacrifice to ask for recruits. He had served 
two years in the Irish Guards, and was gassed 
and wounded. He wae totally opposed to Sinn 
Fein, and went on pubhe recruiting platformis 
in a district which at the time was extremely 
hostile to the British Army. : 

Several witnesses were called to préW an 
alibi in favour of the accused, and counsel eub- 
mitted that witnesses for the prosecution were 
mistaken in their identification of him as being 
present. 

The Judge Advocate said that the charges 
were of a horrible nature. A man was shot 
and a woman threatened that her brains would 
be blown out if she did not give money for the 
Irish Republic. If that was the way the Irish 
Republic was to be built up small wonder, it 
was looked on with horror by many civilised

POSTMAN. DANGEROUSLY 


WOUNDED. 
' Our Dundalk Correspondent telegraphed as 


follows last night :—This morning, while Patrick 


Kirke, a Crossmaglen postman, was going to 
Cullyhanna, im South Armagh, with old age 
pensions money, he was provided with an escort 
of five policemen. Kirke was cycling about fif- 
teen yards ahead of the escort, and, at a sharp 
turn beyond Ballyfarnham Lodge, he observed 
@ man running across the road. Kirke was 
suspicious of the man’s movements, and shouted 
to the menbehind to “ look out.” 

Just then a shower of bullets came from a 
vacant house and from behind the hedge which 
lines the road. Kirke was shot in the back, and 
fell on the roadway. The police jumped off 
their machines, and, while seeking cover, replied 
to the fire of the hidden attackers. 

For a considerable time there was a fierce 
battle, the attackers sweeping the roadway with 
rifle and revolver fire, and the police replying 
from the road. It is estimated that fifty men 
were engaged in the attack. In the fight Con- 
stable Boylan was shot in the chest and left 
arm. 

After a time the firing ceased, and the police, 
after vainly searching for Kirke, returned with 
their wounded comrade to Crossmaglen. He 
A motor car was 
found, and he was taken home. Dr. O'Hagan, 
of the Louth Infirmary, was sent for, and 
he drove to Crossmaglen and attended Constable 
Boylan, whom he ordered to be removed to 
hospital. 

Meanwhile a force of police had arrived from 
Dundalk on a Crossley tender, and a mixed 
force of police and Auxiliaries set out to find 
Kirke. hen coming near the untenanted 
house from which the police had been ambushed 
earlier in the day, the police left the tender. 
Just then a rifle shot rang out, and Constable 
William Compston was shot in the groin. He 
bled profusely. The police rushed into the 
house, but found that the attackers had cleared 
off. Some distance away Kirke was found. On 
their arrival at Crossmaglen, Dr. O’Hagan ex- 
amined the men. Kirke had received nine 
bullets through the back, and some of the 
bullets had passed through his lung and others 
through his liver. He was taken to the Louth 
Infirmary, where he was seen by the Rev. H. 
Tohall, C.C. He is in a critical condition. 

Constable Compsion had lost a quantity of 
blood, and while being taken to the Louth In- 
firmary he expired. Constable Boylan’s wounds 
are serious, but, he is progressing favourably. 
It is believed that Constable Compston is un- 
married, He is aged 25. Kirke is a native of 
Crossmaglen, is aged 23, and is an ex-soldier. 
Cullyhanna Parish, where the occurrences 
took place, adjoins Camlough, from which place 
serious happenings have been reported during 
the past week. No details are available as to 
whether any civilians were injured, and no 
arrests are reported. 


THREE MEN WOUNDED.

THE BALLINA SEIZURE. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


Our Galway Correspondent telegraphs :— 
Full details of the raid on Beckett’s Sawmills, 
Ballina, in which four rifles and 57 shot guns 
and other arms were found, were given out 
for publication this evening. On the night of 
the 9th January a rifle was found in the mills, 
and was sent to the police barracks. On the 
following day the police visited the mills. Upon 
their arrival they found six masked and armed 
men outside, apparently preparing to make a 
raid for the purpose of recovering the missing 
rifle. Five of the men escaped, and one, 
Patrick Coleman, who carried a Webley revol- 
ver, fully loaded, was captured. In the mill 
the arms above mentioned were found, with 
a quantity of ammunition and two swords. 
On the night of the 12th Coleman 
volunteered to take the police to an old school- 
house used as a Sinn Fein hall, where, he said, 
other rifles were hidden. While the police 
were engaged in tearing up the floor he made 
a dash for liberty. He was called upon to 
halt, but did not do so. Fire was opened upon 
him, he was seen to fall, and is believed to 
have been shot in the leg. The police on 
urrival at the place where he was seen to fall! 
found no trace of him. He apparently made 
good his escape in the darkness. All houses in 
the locality were searched at dawn by the 
olice without result. Five other arrests have

WOUNDED. 
It is officially reported thet a police lorry 


while driving from Ennis to Limerick yesterday 
was ambushed at noon at Oratloe, four miles 
from Limerick. Sergeant Curtin and Sergeant 
McCarthy were killed and two constables were 
wounded, one seriously and the other slightly. 
‘The driver of the lorry succeeded in driving 


through to Limerick. 
From an unofficial source it was learned that 
the ‘lorry had just reached Cratloe, six miles 
from its destination, when an attack was made 
on it by between forty and fifty men. a 
The lorry, which contained eight men-—two 
sergeants, four constables, and two drivers— 
came under a heavy fire, and Sergeant McCarthy, 
who was severely wounded, fell from it on to 
the road. 
Sergeant Curtin received wounds of a very 
serious character, gnd the two constables were 
shot soon afterwards, but their wounds are not 
dangerous. 
Sergeant McCarthy died soon after he had 
The unwounded men 
picked up the body, and the whole, party drove 
to Limerick. Sergeant Curtin died as he was 
being carried into the military hospital. 
The two injured men are Constables Child 
and Dempsey. Constable Child is wounded in 
the head and Constable Dempsey in the shoulder. 
Both were reported to be doing well last night,

Our Limerick Correspondent telegraphs--A 
small party of Constabulary, eight in number, 
was ambushed near Cratloe railway station 
yesterday morning while proceeding in a lorry 
from Ennis to Limerick. The men left Ennis 
early, and all went well until the lerry was 
passing through the Cratloe district. Two un- 
used houses, one standing at either side of the 
public road, were on the route, an as 
the lorry came along «volley was fired at the 
police. The sergeant in charge of the party 
was shot dead and another sergeant was fatally 
wounded. Two constables were wounded. The 
lorry drove on to Limerick with the wounded 
men and the body of Sergeant McCarthy. ° It 
was said that the attacking party must have 
numbered fifty persons, and that the suddenness 
cf the attack and the small number of police 
available to cope with the situation rendered 
it impossible to meke any arrests. Sergeant 
Curtin died while being: conveyed to the new 
barracks, and the two wounded constables have 
been sent to the military hospital. Details of 
the ambush are lacking in ;the absence all 
through the day of every constable that could 
be spared from duty being away at the scene 
of the ambush. In all about two hundred con- 
stables left by lorry for Cratloe, but no arrests 
were reported up to this evening. 

In a later meseage our Limerick Cor- 
resvondent says :— 

The Constabulary, which yesterday left Lime- 
rick for Cratloe, returned late last night. They 
made one arrest. Bullets were found by the 
search party, and it is stated that the personal 
prone-ty of Sergeant McCarthy was missing.

WEXFORD PUBLIC BODIES’ 
FINANCE. 


BIG INCREASE FORESHADOWED. 


At Enniscorthy Board of Guardians’ meeting, 
the Clerk (Mr. ‘A. A. Connolly), in submitting 
his’ estimate for the, coming financial year, 
stated that it was £3,396 in excess of. last 
year’s. The increase was accounted for under 
the following heade:—1) Maintenance and 
clothing; (2) establishment. charges caused by 
increased salaries and wages; (3) medical chari- 
ties, to provide for increased salaries to doctors 
and fhidwives; (4) outdoor relief, which during 
the past year had increased by more than £12 
a week, and was £1,000 per annum more than 
in Wexford Union. “The real difficulty,” the 
Clerk added, “is to endeayour to forecast our 
financial position on the 3lst March next. Were 
we to recive the balance of this years demand 
from the County Council—namely, £3,594 10s.— 
I consider we would have 4 
of £94 106. at the end of March, but as I couk 
not get any guarantee as to whether there 
would be any of this sum available I must only 
estimate a debit balance of £3,500. This means 
that your demand from the County Council will 
be £6,896 in excess of last year. To tell what 
the actual increase in the rates will be is 
another difficult proposition, and will entirely 
depend upon the state of the country. Thus, if 
matters are settled, and your grants restored, 
you will only wequire an additional sum of 
£3,396, or an increase of 7d. in the £; but if, 
on the other hand, the position remains ae 
now your demand will mean an increase of 
£6,896, to which will have to be added £5,340 
10s. for loss of grants. This would mean an in- 
crease of £12,236 10s., or 2s. 1jd. in the £.” 

Continuing, the Clerk said the County Council 
could not tell, no more than the Guardians, 
what position it would be in at the end of 
March. 

Mr. J. Murphy, M.C.C., said that no doubt 
the final instalment due by the County Council 
would be paid. Continuing, he said that in the 
fight for freedom that was going on presently 
in the country, the people of the County 
Wexford had not been called on to make many 
great sacrifices. An appeal, however, had been 
made to them through the County Council to 
come to its assistance, and enable it to tide 
over the present financial difficulty. He felt 
certain that the people would rise to the occa- 
sion, and that many of them would respond 
to the appeal made by coming forward and 
giving guarantees for the sums of £50 asked 
for. Each member of the County Council had 
been asked to get men in their respective dis- 
tricts who would give the guarantees men- 
tioned, and with this money the County Coun- 
cil hoped to be placed in a position that would 
enable it to finance the various public services.

FIRE IN DUBLIN. 

An outbreak of fire occurred shortly before 
half-past twelve this morning in ihe offices of 
the Remington Typewriter Co., D’Olier sireet, 
Dublin.

The offices adjoin the rear portions 
of the Jrish Times offices, ard, on the outbreak 
being discovered, the staff promptly got out the 
hose, and when the fire brigade arrived were 
pouring a stream of water on the flames from 
a roof overlooking the place in which the fire 
originated. The turn-out of the brigade, under 
Captain Myers, was prompt, and in a short tim> 
three lines af hose were laid and a copious supply 
of water directed on the fire. In less than half 
an hour the fire was wmler control, but the fire- 
meg’ remained on duty until it was completely 
extinguished. While the was in progress 
the officer in charge of one of the military 
“Curfew’”’ patrols arrived and offered his scr- 
vices, but Captain Myers assured him that the 
brigade had the outbreak under control. The 
office of the Remington Typewriter Company on 
the ground floor was ‘considerably damaged, a 
number of books and typewriters being de- 
stroyed.

A FORGOTTEN SCANDAL. 
. TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—One of Sir Jonah ns 
sketches is called “ The Law of Libel,” and in 
it there is an amusing account of the Theophilus 
Swift men in your arti¢le about the 
Swift Family in Ireland. By the then statutes 
of the Irish University strict celibacy was re- 
quired of the Fellows, end Mr. Swift stated 

that the Fellows of that University, being 

also clergymen, had swotn on the Hol 
Evangelists that they would strictly obey a 
keep sacred these statutes of the University in 
manner, aa letter, and epirit, as enj ined by 
their charter from the Virgin Queen. But that 
notwithstanding such their solemn oath, several 
E gra bese cá and ¢ , flying in the 
ace o e y Bvangelists and of Queen 
Elizabeth, and forgetful of morality, hE sa 
common desency, and good example, had 
actually taken to themselves each one woman, 
at least, who went by the neme of ‘ Miss 
Such-a-one,’ but who, in fact, had in many 
instances undergone, or was supposed to have 
undergone, the ceremony and consummation of 
marriage witli? such and such a perjured Fellow 
and parson of Dublin University, and that 
those who had not so married had done worse!

Swift's so violently assailing and disgracing, in 
the face of the Empire, the only University in 
Treland. ‘‘ The worse the case entrusted to an 
Irish barrister the more zealously did he labour 
and fight for his client. During the speeches 
of these resolute advocates powder and per- 
spiration mingled in cordial streams adown their 
writhing features; their mouths, ornamented at 
each corner with generous froth, threw out half 
a dozen arguments, with tropes and syllogisms 
to match, whilst English gentiemen would have 
been cautiously pronouncing one monosyllable, 
and considering most discreetly what the next 
should be. In short, they always stuck to their 


| cauSe to the very last gasp; and it may appear 


fabulous to e steady, regular English expounder 
of the haw that I have repeatediy seen a cause 
which the bar, the bench, and the jury seemed 
to think was irrevocably lost, after a few hours’ 
rubbing and pufling, like the exertions of the 
Humane Society, brought into a state of re- 
etored animation; and after another hour or 
two of cross-examinetion and perseverance, the 
judges and jury have changed their impressions, 
and sent home the cause quite alive in the 
pockets of the owner and: lawful solicitor.” 

When Theophilus Swift’s triel came on there | 
were more parsons present than ever appeared | 
in any court of justice of the same dimensions. 
“The court set out full gaeilop against us: | 
nevertheless we worked on—twice twelve judges 
could not have stopped us! I examined the | 
most learned man of the whole University, Dr. 
Barret, a little, greasy, shabby, croaking, round- 
faced Vice-Provost; he knew of nothing on 
earth save books and guineas—never went out, 
held but little intercourse with men and none 
at all with women. I worked at him unéuccess- 
fully for more than an hour; not one decisive 
sentence could 1 get him to pronounce: at 
length he grew quite tired of me, and I 
thought to conciliate ha by telling him that 
his father had christened me. ‘ Indeed!’ ex- 
claimed he: ‘Oh! I did not know you were a 
Christian!’ At this unexpected repartee the 
laugh was go strong against me that 1 found | 
myself muzzled. My colleagues worked as hard 
as 1; but a seventy horse-power could not have 
moved the court.” 

So poor Mr. Theophilus Swift was sentenced 
to twelve months’ imprisonment m His Majesty's 
jail of Newgate. le was in a sad state ol 
depression until the Rev. Doctor Burrows, his 
most inveterate enemy and active: prosecutor, 
produced a libel against him. Jonah Barrington 
hastened to Theophilus with the pamphiet and 
recommended ean immediate prosecution of Dr. 
Burrows for & false, gross, and malicious libel 
against TheOphilus Swift, who was now “ at 
least as happy and more pleased than any | 
king in Europe.” Doctor Burrows was sentenced 
to one-half of Swift’s term of imprisonment, 
end sent off to the same jail. He wanted a' 
room as high up as could be had. There was 
only one room to be had, and there were two | 
beds in it, ome occupied by a respectable and | 
polite gentleman—our good Theophiius, “ natu- 
rally the pink of politeness.” They jogged on 
very well together in a room fourteen feet by 
twelve. 

Never was Sir Jonah Barrington better worth 
reading than now, when, H we will, we can 
make our country as prosperous as he says it 
was under our own Parliament. “ Until Eng- 
land dragged the sister kingdom with herself 
into the ruinous expenses of the American War, 
Ireland owed no public debt. There were no | 
taxes save local ones. The Parliement, being | 


the prosperity and welfare of their country, was 
profuee in promoting all useful schemes.” 
Happily, Tottenham in his Boots saved them 
from the folly of giving to the King £60,000 
that was going begging. Of the Parliament 
men he says: “ A steady Irishman will do more 
in an hour, when fairly engaged upon a matter 
which he understands, than any other country- 
man, so far at least as my observation has gone, 
in two.” We can fancy his shade blessing Lord 
Decies for his letter to you, sir.—Yours, ete.,

The great majority of our people are gmail 
farmers, but an appeal was made in the same 
circular to all members of the congregation to 
contribute something towards the assessment, 
this latter being done in order to make up 
any default on the part of any subscriber. 
The result was that, the whole amount of the 
new assessment was deposited with the dio- 
cesan treasurer, and a sum of £5 remaing in 
hand to begin next year’s collection. 

I may add that most of the parishioners 
paid up to their assessment, while many of 
them exceeded it, sending in the nearest even 
sum of money above it.—-Yours, etc.,

e recent spurt was a clear illustration of the 
remarkable powers of recovery by the 
Rubber Share market. Any further improve- 
ment will, of course, depe upon getting the 
wheels of industry going round again, and in 
this connection the question of cheaper money ig 
a most important one. Any little indications of 
improved conditions in the U.S.A. are particu- 
y welcome in the Rubber market, as when 
full allgwance has been made for output, re- 
striction schemes and everything of that sort, 
American consumption is still overwhelmingly 
the most important factor in the world position.

BRITISH-AUSTRALIAN WOOL 
ASSOCIATION. 


Mr. Hughes announces, says a Melbourne tele- 
gram, that the Imperial Government has 
approved. the formation* of the British- 
Australian Wool Realisation Association for the 
contro] and sale of carryover wool. The 
scheme is to come into operation forthwith. In 
announcing it, Mr. Hughes expressed great 
satisfaction, and said that he was certain that 
it would be of great advantage to the wool 
industry and the Empire generally. 


The Ministry of Munitions last night issued 
a statement to the effect that the Government 
have accepted the proposals of the Australian 
Commonwealth Government for the future 
handling of stocks of wool now held by the 
British Government. In this scheme a full re- 
cognition is made of the fundamental identity 
of interests between Australian producers and 
British users of wool, because both are alike 
interested, especially at the present time, in 
the largest possible consumption of Australian 
wool ai fair prices. 

The Commonwealth Government have under- 
taken, on behalf of the wool growers and the 
projected association that the carry-over wool 
shall be sold as promptly as the market con- 
ditions permit, and that operations of the as- 
sociation shall be conducted with due regard to 
legitimate interests of the British consumer, and 
the increase of tirade relations. between Aus- 
tralia and the United Kingdom in wodl_and 
wool products. Arrangemeuts are, therefore, 
proceeding for the handing over of the control 
and sale of the carry-over to a newly-formed 
British-Australian Wool Realisation Association. 
There will be a directorate, London and Mel- 
bourne Boards, and an Australian Consultative 
Committee and Advisory Council. 


LONDON WOOL SALES. 


Catalogues comprising 11,035 bales of free wool 
were brought forward last evening. A _ large 
attendance of buyers and better tone, Australian 
wools selling 10 to 15 per cent. er than closing 
rates of last series.
